DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/770,795 on 
March 17, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 31 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Knipfer '632 in view of 
Wirt ' 183. Knipfer teaches an apparatus comprising: a first gyro 131 (ring laser, page 16), a 
second gyro 132, a third gyro; and a pedestal 10 supporting said first, second, and third gyros,

said pedestal comprising of two half pedestal components, each said half pedestal comprising: a 
z-plane pedestal component; a y-plane pedestal component; and an x-plane pedestal component 
(Fig. 1). Kinpfer lacks the specific teaching of the pedestal comprising of two half pedestals. 
However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Knipfer to employ two half pedestals, since Knipfer teaches of the pedestal 
comprising of a plurality of parts (page 1 7), and since it has been held that constructing a 
formerly integral structure in various elements involves only routine skill in the art. Nerwin v. 
Erlichman, 168 USPQ 177, 179. Knipfer lacks the teaching of the specific structure of said 
gyros. Wirt teaches a ring laser gyro comprising of a containment ring 61 and a ring-like mass 
70. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to 
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modify Knipfer to employ ring-like gyros in view of Wirt in order to eliminate vibration 
problems within the ring laser gyros (Col. 1). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 25-30 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

McLean, Barker, Roberts, and Hamady have been cited to show similar gyros and 
pedestals.
